Strong Party of the Imperial Cavalry,which 
is in the Neighbourhood of Chivas, made 
an Incurfion very lately into the Milaneze 
under the Command of Collonel Pfeffen- 
{corn, with very great Succefs. They 

rook the Baggage of the Duke of Vendome and Mon- 
fieur de Bezons ; and on the Naviglio, or Canal of 
Milan, they took 3 Barks laden with Cloaths and 
Accoutrements for the Enemy’s Troops: In their 
‘Return, they met near Pavia, 4 Regiments of Horfe 
commanded by Monfieur de Vaubecourt, whom they 
attack’d and defeated. They return’d Yefterday to 
Chivas, having in all their Marchhad the Advantage 
of the Enemy, and having kill'd or taken near 600 
Horfe, and taken about 40 Officers, among which 
are 4 Collonels. 
From the Frontiers of Savoy, May 26. Collonel 
Pfefferfcorn, who the 17th of this Month march’d 
from his Royal Highnefs's Camp with 400 Horfe, 
has made a fuccefsful Excurfion, having rais’d Con- 
tributions ‘on all the little Towns of the Novareze, 
and taken all the Horfes and Mules of the Duke of 
Vendome and Monfieur de Montgon, which were 
at Biagrafs, within 4 Miles of Vigevano. Monfieur 
de Vaubecourt feeing this Detachment pafs by Ver- 
celli, of which he is Governour, fent Couriers to all 
the neighbouring Towns, to warn them to be upon 
their Guard. And himfelf, at the Head of 1000 
Horfe, march’d out in purfuir of the Imperialifts. 
He gor wp with them in the Evening, when charg- 
ing them he was worfted, himfelf and 400 of his 
Men being kill’d. The Collonel of the French Re- 
giment of Royal Roufillon was wounded ; a Major, 
and feveral Officers and Subalterns were kill’d or 
wounded. The imperialifts took 6 Standards, and 
1 pair of Kertle-Drums ; without more Lofs on 
their fide than of 1 Major wounded and taken Pri- 
foner, and about 20 Horfe kill'd or wounded. They 
took alfo 300 Horfes, 8000 Louis d’Or, and above 
50000 Livres in Silver. ’Tis believ’d this Exploit 
will produce an advantagious Diverfion ; becaufe 
the Duke of Vendome, who had diffurnifh’d ofMen, 
all fortified places to reinforce his Army, will be 
oblig’d to fend back good Garrifons into them, to 
prevent the like Excurfions, which will probably be 
often repeated. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Juneg9. 
Cracow, May 24. The Diet of the Nobility of this 
Palatinat was open’d here yefterday, and they have 
refolv’d to fend Deputies, 1. To the new King, to 
acknowledge him as fuch, and to affure him of their 
Fidelity. 2. To the King of Sweden, to defire him 
to put a ftop to the Contributions rais’d by his 
Troops in this Palatinat.. 3. To the Cardinal Pri- 
mate, to deffre him to appoint a Day for the Coro- 
nation of the new King, and to be prefent at it him- 
felf. 4. To the great Marfhal of the Crown, to in- 
vite him to joyn the Nobility of this Palatinat, and 
affift at the faid Coronation. 5. To the neighbour- 
ingPalatinats,td prefs them to enter into theirParty,and 
renounce the Confederacy of Sendomir made in favour 
of King Auguftus. 6. Tothe Army of the Crown, 
to exhort them to obey the greas Marhhal, ‘and to be 


aflifting to the forefaid Coronation. And 7thly, vo 
the Pope’s Nuncio, to defire him to ufe his beit In- 
tereft with the Pope, to prevail with him not to iffue 
any Bull againft the Cardinal Primate, or the Bifhop 


- of Pofnania. 


From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated June 9. 

Amfterdam, June 9. The Advices from Warfaw of 
the 25th of May, tell us great Preparations were 
making at Lowicz, for the Reception ot the Cardi- 
nal Primate ; which thews the Party for the new 
King have found Means to overcome the Difficulties 
that formerly kept his Eminency from yielding to 
the Propofals made to him in behalf of that King. 
The Mufcovites have pafs’d the Nieper near Kiow, 
with an Army of between 30 or 40000 Men and a 
fine Train of Artiliery. They take their March 
through the Provinces of Podlachia and Podolia ; 
but what defign they have in View, is yet a Secret. 
It appears the Swedes will not quit the upper Po- 
land ; unlefs the Czar oblige them to it, by fome 
important Enterprize. The Siege of Riga is ftill 
talk’d of ; but fome are of Opinion the Czar will en- 
ter the Kingdom of Poland: Jf he doés, the whole 
Country muft be utterly ruin’d, after the Cofttribu- 
tions already extorted by the other Parties. 

King Auguftus of Poland, left Drefden the 29th of 
May, to go to Carelbad. ’Tis uncertain yer, whe- 
ther his Polith Majefty will goto Vienna, or return 
into Poland through Bohemia and Moravia. which 
latter is the Opinion of fome Perfons. Mean Time 
the Saxon regular Troops and Militia are order’d to 
put themfelves on the March, to cover the Frontiers 
of Luface, where the Swedes begin to move. 

From the Bruffels Gazette, dated June 5, 

From the Camp at Val Notre Dame, June 2. The 
Army of the 2 Crowns, under his Electoral High- 
nefs, is encamp’d in 2 Lines in the Plain of Vigna- 
mont, to cover the Troops which Monficur de Gace 
commands in the Siege of Huy. The Night be- 
tween the goth and 31ft of laft Month the Trenches 
were open’d before Fort Piquart,with the Lofs of only 
3 Men kill'd or wounded. The following Night, 
the Trenches were advanc’d on the Right towards 
the Front of Fort Jofeph, and 2 Batteries of Cannon 
and 1 of Mortars were rais’d, which began to fire 
the next Morning, as did alfo another Battery of 
Mortars that was rais’d in the Suburbs of Stadt, 
which batters Fort Piquart and Fort Rouge athwarr. 
The Night between the 1ft and 2d Inftant, we 
work’d to finifh a new Battery of 12 Pieces of Can- 
non, to make a Breach in Fort Piquart with the o- 
thers that began to play the Day before : And another 
Branch was run out, to approach Fort Piquart the 
nearer, while the Breach- Batteries play upon it. This 
Morning his Electoral Highnefs, was with the Mar- 
fhal de Villeroy in the Quarter of the Count de Gace, 
to give him fome Orders. 

From the Bruffels Gazette, dated June 5. 

Bruffels, June 5. An Exprefs who was difpatch’d 
yefterday at Noon, from the Camp at Val Notre 
Dame, and arriv’d here at Night, brought News, 
that it being judg’d proper to attack Fort Piquart, 
and Fort Rouge, the Breaches made in them feeming 
to be wide enough, the Elector of Bavaria order’d a 
Detachment of 600 Grenadiers, commanded by 
Monfieur de Mercy, to attack them, which was 
done the 3d Inftant at 10 a Clock at Ni he. The 
Breaches in Fort Piquart were not found {pacious e- 
nough 
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nough by the Grenadiers that were led ta rhe At 
‘tack on the Atght, and therefore they were oblig’d 
to make ule ot Ladders; the other 300-Grenadiers 
of the Troops of Cologn and Bavarialed by theBarop 
de Valaile, a Bavarian Captain Grenadiers, who 


made the Affault on the Left,. were-alfo fore’d to ule’, 


Ladders. hey entred the For: Sword in Hand, and 
purfu'd the f;ing Enemy who retis’d into Fort Rouge 
with fo great Precipitation, that our Men enterd 
Pell-mell with them, and made the Garrifon of both 
Forts Prifoners of War. During this Attack, the Be- 
fieged made x prodigious Fire from Fort Jofeph into 
the Rearof our L'renches. His Blettoral Highnefs ha- 
ving foreiven that ihe Attack o} the Forts Piquarc and 
Rouge would be seuder’d dificuls by the Fire of 
Fort Joteph, gave order to Monaecur de Groef, Biiga- 
dier of the Spantth Troops, to give a falfe Alarm on 
the Right Gi Fort Jolepb, which tiacceeded. The 
Ation lated 3 Quarters of an Hour Monfieur de 
Mercy diitinguith’d we had but 10 or 15 
Men kil!'d or wounded,
